The treaty with Japan which satis­ 
factorily settles the dispute between 
the 
United 
States and 
that 
cornify 
concerning the Island of Yap, as sub­ 
mitted by the Washington Conference, 
was this week favorably acted upon 
by the Senate Foreign Relation;* c om ­ 
mittee and will be recommended for 
ratification. 
Among the other decisions of tho 
Paris conference which were reversed 
by the Washington armament confer­ 
ence was that regarding Japan’s man­ 
date over the Island of Yap. 
Japan's 
autocratic control of this island, which 
was of vital consequence to the United 
States, was agreed to by former Presi­ 
dent Wilson at Paris, and Hie agree­ 
ment was embodied in Hie covenant, of 
the dengue of Nations. 
By this agree­ 
ment Japan secured absolute monop­ 
oly of cable communications on this 
island, which is one of the most im­ 
portant (aide ami 
radio centers of 
the Pacific. 
This was one of the points raised 
iii the United States 
Senate, 
along 
with that of the disposition of Shan­ 
tung. against 
the ratification of the 
Versailles treaty and the League of 
Nations covenant. 
As agreed in this treaty, any modi­ 
fications made by the League of Na­ 
tions in (be mandate held by Japan 
must lie made subject to the consent 
of the United States, and further, that 
Japan will furnish the United States 
a duplicate of the report which she 
makes to the League of Nations re­ 
garding the administration of the is 
land under her mandate.

States will have free access lo the 
island on an entire equality with J a ­ 
pan or any other nation in all that 
relates to Hit' existing Yup-Guum cu­ 
ltic, and will have the right to lay 
any other cable hereafter, limier the 
terms of ibis treaty.
